EDITORIAL 

At tho time of writing this editorial sightings are still coming in 
at a fairly rapid rate. Stephen Lewis, an SF subscriber, recently 
informed me of a landing or near-landing that happened in April 1964. 

The details are rather vague, but the sighting is very interesting. The 
place was a field in Harlington, the exact date not known. The UFO was 
landed or hovering low, and was ringed by police for 20 minutes before 
it took off again. Police explanation? A meteor. 

Two interesting sightings from Norwich were sent to me by Peter F. 
Johnson, another subscriber. On October 20 a man was cycling along and 
he saw green, red and yellow lights racing across the sky. Then something 
hot hit him, burning through his clothing, but leaving him unharmed 
except for a small mark on his skin (Report in Eastern Doily Press, 21. 

10. 64). The other sighting was on August 31, and appeared to be a very 
large star which was making a humming noise. The time was 3.40. o.m. 
(Report in Eastern Evening News, 4. 9. 64j. 

The "favoured ones” have been further favoured (see THE FAVOURED 
ONES, 2/~ from SAUCER FORUM). On November 28 Frederick Tyree saw another 
UK). It was moving erratically towards Newton Heath, its colour changing 
from silver to pole gold. The time was 5.36 a.m. Also Derek Andrews 
has seen more UFOs. These are described later in this issue. 

Though every effort will be made to get it out on time, the next 
issue may be delayed or even omitted due to television scriptwriting 
work I may be doing in the near future.

My latest sightings occurred on the afternoon of Thursday December 
3, 1964. It was my half-day, but Len our van-driver had to work so I 
asked if I could go out on the van with him. I was going to try and 
sabotage a hunt, but when I learned we were going in the opposite direc¬ 
tion I said, w Let f s look for flying saucers then". I started muttering 
HOJ-63 (a "telepathic call-sign" I had been given by a friend in Black¬ 
burn, Lancashire, several months ago - J.G.). We had just gone through 
Yeovil f s shopping centre when I saw the first UK). We were looking at 
a jet *plane when we saw a rather vague object stationary just above 
the jet. x.-,fter about another minute we looked up again and Len stopped 
the van. The object had come much lower and was like a disjcinted air¬ 
craft. We started off again and had gone about two hundred yards when 
I quickly told Len to stop and look at two more UFOs. The jet was still 
about overhead when we sow a small cigar-like object, followed by a 
larger oval object completely round and shining very brightly. These 
rushed past the jet; height could not be ascertained but they seemed to 
be lower than the jet. Judging the jet to be travelling at about 450 
m.p.h. , I would judge the two smaller objects to be travelling at 1,200 
m.p.h. (giving a low estimate). 

Shortly afterwards all four objects vanished into cloud. The white 
oval object could hove been a balloon until I realised that the wind was 
North and fairly strong, and all of the objects were going in a North¬ 
west direction, which must mean that they were travelling under their 
own power. (Though it must be borne in mind here that winds can blow 
in different directions at different altitudes - J.G.). The time was 
approximately 2.50 p.m. and in br^ad daylight. We were looking for UFOs. 
The jet was probably from the R.N.xi.S. Station at Yeovilton.

urements from earth had already shown a Venusian temperature of 600° which 
was fully explained in Mr. ^damcki’s last book, Flying Saucers Farewell. 

(P 0 60-62). Measurements from earth also agreed with Mariner 2m report 
on the cloud layers, minus 60° at the upper level to -30°?.. at the lower 
levels. Let*s look into this business s?f temperature measurement a little 
closer and see just what gives with this new (or is it) information. « 


Let’s look at the earth first and see what the picture is here. 
These who have studied books an the ionssphere will realise that it con¬ 
sists of several layers of different characteristics, named the D, E and 
F layers. These are broken down into layers called El and E2 and also 
FI and F2. Similar layers no doubt exist around all planets. 


If we could start out at the surface of the earth and measure the 
temperature as wo went upwards we would find that it got colder and cpld- 
er as wo .increased altitude. This would continue until it reached about 
-75°F« This varies of course ss the figures given here and elsewhere arc 
a pproxims tions. 


The E layer roaches from approximately 50 to 100 miles, with the F 
layer above that. In reaching an altitude of 60 miles we would be amazed 
to find the temperature had climbed to -3°F. By the time we had reached 
an altitude of i.20 miles the outside temperature would be about 1S00°F. 

«t 180 miles it would be about 1700°F, dropping above that to temperatures 
between 725® to 1327° at 240 miles altitude. i»t 300 miles up we would 
find layers running from 13.00 to 2vCQoF„ Locket probes in recent months 
measured layers averaging from 400G°F to 600C°F. New a new factor enters 
the picture.

it will form into little bubbles which dr.nce nil nround, the hotter the 
stove the foster they donee. The same thing applies to the small partic¬ 
les .in the higher atmosphere. The more energy they have the faster t.ljey 
vibrate (dance]. The speed of vibration corresponds to their equivalent 
temperatures. In the F layer around earth only a very small portion of 
the absorbed solar radiation appears as heat. least into the ex¬ 

citation of the energy levels of the molecules and is radiated as kinetic 
heat, not real heat as we know it. It seems logical to me that Venus 
should have a. much higher kinetic temperature than the earth’s 6000° 
level Since it is closer to the sun and would receive particles travelling 
at a higher speed. Its magnetic field should be three to four times 
stronger than the earth’s, despite the fact that Mb.riner 2 failed to meas¬ 
ure it. 


The secret of the high readings on Venus lies in the method used to 
obtain the readings# In the case of Mariner 2 the method used was radio¬ 
metric. This means that the detector was nothing more than a radio 
receiver designed to scan for electromagnetic radiation on definite wave¬ 


length s or frequencies,

according to the theory, ns the microwave radiometer scanned the pl¬ 
anet it should detect larger electron concentrations around the limb or 
edge of the planetary disk if the heat was from the ionosphere. If the 
heat was from the surface a limb to limb scan would shew gradual changes. 
From such faulty methods great pronouncements are made. The temperature 
readings were radi-J emissions originating from the upper atmosphere of 
Venus, probably at ionospheric levels, and compared to earth readings 
were below normal instead of true readings. 


It should be noted that the kinetic temperature of hi. ,h altitude 
cloud layers might be in the order of 600 to uOO degrees and the infra 
red (true heat] scanner would measure a cloud temperature of many degrees 
below zero. The two temperatures could co-exist. The methods of heat 
measurement, if applied also to the earth from a probe at similar distan¬ 
ces, would show the earth as uninhabitable for human life because of 
temperatures beyond the melting point of lead.

Then it was asked whether any light was sKi.« to be ohrd on the 
Templeton photograph, in which a mystery "spaceman* had appeared. At 
the time of the meeting the ,T iron curtain of security had dropped with 
a thud*, but that bef..re this had happened qite a hit of information had 
leaked through. One thing was that Mr. Templeton had said the cattle 
and sheep in a neighboring field wore huddled together as if a storm 
was brewing, though there was no si. : n of one.

After this there was a break for refreshments, and after this it 
was asked what evidence there was for Forth bases for UFCs. It was said 
there was no evidence except the hearsay of some contactees, but this 
was only natural since they would not want our intrusion in their bases. 

When it was asked what evidence there was for Instillty in UFOs, 
it was agreed that there was no evidence of real hostility; all the 
casualties so far reported could have been accidents. With the power 
at their dispose,1, they could easily wipe us all out if they wished. 

Another question asked if there was any light shed’ on UFO colour 
changes. It was stated that theso were similar to those colour changes 
caused by heat inside the tailpipe of a jet T plane. Also it was said 
that a large diameter jet covering the whole diameter of a disc would 
bo very quiet and would not need much pressure per square inch to lift 
tho craft. 





The lest question dealt with investigation of landing reports, and 
it was said this should he done in tho same way as sighting reports. 

It was said that if witnesses would make a note, of particulars as soon 
as possible afterwards it would be better, but a member of the audience 
said she know from experience that one is usually much too surprised 


and sometimes frightened to do so.
